Offers Resolution Stating 
Tokio Has Rejected Over- 
tures for Peaceful Settle- 
ment of Dispute.

GENEVA, Oct. 1.—China today 
asked the League of Nations Ad- 
visory Committee on the Chinese- 
Japanese war, on which the United 
States is a consultative member, 
to declare her a victim of Japanese 
aggression. China invoked Article 
X of the League Covenant. 

The request embodied the draft 
resolution submitted to. the com- 
mittee by Dr. V. K. Wellington 
Koo, Chinese delegate to the 
League, and demanded that the 
committee: 

1. “Condemn the violation of In- 
ternational law and contractual 
obligations” of which the resolution 
accuses Japan; 

2. “Condemn the illegal blockade 
of the Chinese coasts;” 

3. Declare the facts “constitute a 
case of external aggression.” 

(Article X of the League Cove- 
nant pledges the signatory nations 
to protect the territorial integrity 
of members against external ag- 
gression.) 

Text of Resolution. 

The text of the draft resolution 
follows: 

“Whereas Japan has taken the 
initiative in sending to China 
powerful armies which have in- 
vaded large portions of prea ter- 
ritory; 4 : 

“Whereas Japan ial pice ent

Chinese Repulse Attack on Chapei 
For Fourth Day; Counter Assault 
Pushes Back Japanese in Kiangwan 


Desperate Hand-to-Hand Fighting Near In- 
ternational Quarter—Invaders Dig Under, 
Blow Up Pill Boxes at Lotien.

Incessant Fighting at Pantheon 
Theater; Grenade Thrower 
Like Jack-in-Box.

SHANGHAI, Oct. 1. — From 
strongly fortified defenses manned 
by Royal Welch Fusiliers, I watched 
today the incessant fighting re 
volving around the shell-battered 
Pantheon Theater, near the North 


statiom 

For four days the Japanese army, 
supported by naval guns, has been 
throwing its might into the battle 
raging around this station. 

The Chinese, from strong points 


around the theater, have been stub- 
bornly holding up the Japanese ad- 
vance. 

I saw a dozen light Japanese 
tanks lumber down Haskell Road 
in a futile attempt to blast Chinese 
defenders out of sandbagged trench- 
es guarding the station. — 

Japanese advance parties, edging 
and ducking along Range Road, 
tried vainly to flank the Chinese 
detachment holding the theater. 

Snipers on roof tops in Japanese- 
held sections covered their perilous 
approach. Machine guns burst into 
fire at intervals. 

From my observation post behind 
sandbags in the International Set- 
tlement, looking over the scene of 
battle from a narrow peephole, I 
saw thé Chinese defenders moving 
behind their fortifications in front 
of the theater some 50 yards away. 
Details were carrying up muni- 
tions; others were piling sandbag 
barriers higher. 

Suddenly a grinning Chinese ap- 
peared at an upper window of the 
theater and huried a grenade into 
the road along which the Japanese 
were trying to advance. He ducked 
quickly out of sight. A Welch fu- 
silier said the same grinning grena- 
dier appeared regularly at the win- 
dow, like a jack-in-the-box. He said 
that Chinese grenadiers had been 
accounting for many Japanese cas- 
ualties. 

Overhead, naval guns were send- 
ing shells into the station area. 
Trench mortars added to the din, 
and, at intervals, Japanese bombers 
would roar overhead to add their 
destructive missiles to the devas- 
tating explosions. 

Stretcher bearers occasionally 
ventured out into Range Road, car- 
rying wounded Japanese to ambu- 
lances waiting two blocks away. 

Chinese soldiers sometimes ap- 
poached the British defense, offer- 
ing to trade war souvenirs for cig- 
arettes. They walked by three land 
mines, planted 20 yards from the 
Welsh post, to blast Japanese tanks 
if they should try to cross that 


area,

SHANGHAI, Oct: 1—The iniase 
between Chinese and Japanese for 
the Chapei section on the northern 
edge of this city continued into its 
fourth day today, with Chinese 
holding their defensive line. 

Near the boundary of the Inter- 
national Settlement the opposing 
armies fought hand-to-hand and 
with machine guns for a block of 
foreign houses on Range road and 
for the Pantheon Theater. 

Throughout last night Japanese 
artillery pounded the Chapei- sector 
and the North Station. Foreigners 
crowding the roofs of.office build- 
ings along Soochow Creek, the 
Settlement’s northern boundary, 
had an almost continuous spec- 
tacle of Japanese planes roaring 
overhead and bombing an extensive 
area a quarter mile away. 

Japanese admitted their big ad- 
vance had been halted along almost 
the whole length of the 25-mile 
front stretching northwest from the 
North Station. A Japanese spokes- 
man said the only change was. mid- 
way between Liuhong and Lotien 
on the western flank where Jap- 
anese infantry had advanced 700 
yards and was fighting desperately 
for. possession of the marshy shores 
along Tiching Creek. 

Japanese Mine Pill Boxes. 


A Japanese army spokesman ex- 
plained the slow advance in the 
Lotien sector was due to the strong 
Chinese défense positions.. He said 
the only way the Japanese were 
able to achieve their objectives 
south of Lotien was by mining a 
200-yard square of reinforced con- 
crete pill boxes. 

Two 50-yard tunnels, the Japanese 
said, extended a yarc-beneath the 
surface from which the position 
was successfully mined. Water was 
so close to the surface a relay of 
engineer troops was necessary to 
carry out the buckets. 

Each pill box was defended. by 
small caliber cannon and machine 
guns manned by one Chinese com- 
pany. Elsewhere in that sector the 
only way the Japanese could ad- 
vance was by digging a network of 
trenches slowly to the Chinese lines, 


Japanese Fal] Back to Kiangwan. 

In the vicinity of Kiangwan, the 
Chinese reported, their counterat- 
tack resulted in a virtual rout of 
Japanese troops. The Japanese ad- 
mitted Kiangwan civic «center 
buildings had been “evacuated” but 
they contended -their lines: ‘in the 
rear were unchanged. 

The Chinese told of surrounding 
and annihilating 500 Japanese sol- 
diers in that sector.

Grandi’s Visit to Eden. 

Count Dino Grandi, Mussolini's 
envoy to London, was said to have 
attempted to forestall actual pre- 
gentation of the invitation at Rome, 
His call Wednesday night on For- 
eign Secretary Anthony Eden was 
interpreted generally as Mussolini’s 
first attempt to place difficulties 
in the way of Italian acceptance. 
Some suggested that Grandi had 
presented a flat rebuff before the 
invitation was even delivered, “or 


holding that the logical place for 
such a discussion was before that 
committee. 

Other sources thought it more 
likely that Grandi’s conversation 
with the British Foreign Secretary | 
had been confined to an expression 
of disapproval of any attempt by 
English-French diplomacy to force 
Italy into the three-cornered talks 
by hinting that France might re- 
open her Spanish frontier in event 
of Italian refusal. 

Reopening of the frontier, now a 
barrier to reinforcements and muni- 
tions for the warring forces in 
Spain, is the final card which 
France and Britain were thought 
to be ready to play to compel Italy 
to call its soldiers home.

The republican Government of 
Spain would be the principal, if not 
exclusive beneficiary of a dissolu- 
tion of the border control. 

Eden was understood to have 
spoken plainly with Grandi about

Spectacle of Devastation. 
A survey of this once prosperous 


district today disclosed an appalling 
spectacle of devastation. Vast areas 
of wharves, warehouses, docks, cot- 
ton mills, factories, silk filatures 
and other industrial establishments 
have been demolished by shells, 
razed by flames, or pillaged. Count- 
less blocks of the Chinese residen- 
tial district inland from the water- 
line are great heaps of ashes. 


Standing unharmed in a sea of 


destruction are a number of ‘impor-

Cook Praises Crew’s Courage. 

Joe Ugiow, the second cook of the 
Endeavour I, told how the yacht’s 
crew was virtually imprisoned in 
the steel hull for nine hours. 

“Water rushed in on us like a 
Niagara,” he said. “We were just 
a ship of steel, under water most 
of the time, with gigantic waves 
breaking over us.” 

The cook said “it was every man 
for the pumps” when the craft 
broke her tow line. 

“We worked frantically, the 
sweat rolling off us, during that 
nine-hour hurricane, which none of 
us will ever forget. During the 
whole time it was impossible to 
raise sail or even go on deck. 

“We just had to keep hoping and 
praying the hurricane would abate. 
I< was impossible for anyone to lie 
down. We were thrown about like 
nine pins. 

“I can’t speak too highly of the 
courage and cheerfulness of my 
mAtes. They displayed extreme he- 
roism during those terrifying hours. 

“My end of the job was to keep 
them in good heart by getting 
meals ready for them, and they 
never went without a hot dinner 
until some meat went bad. 

“At last the hurricane passed 
over and it was possible for the 
men to go on deck, but the seas 
were still so rough it was necessary 
for them to be attached to life- 
lines and lashed to the wheel during 
their hours on duty. Even then, 
they were waist deep in water for 
many hours,” 

Storm Wrecked Interior. 

A glance below deck indicated 
something of the severity of the 
storm. The mess steps were torn 
away and the cabin table, which 
had been bolted to the floor, was 
torn loose and dashed to bits.

JAPAN STILL AGAINST 
MEDIATION IN GrilNA 


Intimates It Thinks Britain Re- 
sponsible for League 
Condemnation: 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Oct. 1.—Referring direct- 
ly to Great Britain, a Japanese For- 
eign Office spokesman made clear 
today that Japan was determined to 
accept no mediation by any third 


power to end the conflict with 
China. This reassertion of a pre- 
vious attitude came simultaneously 
with widespread newspaper criti- 
cism of Great Britain. 

“We desire to make clear,” the 
spokesman said, “that we do not 
think mediation is called for at the 
present stage of affairs. We will 
unswervingly and _— unflinchingly 
pursue a settled policy. If any pow- 
er wants to mediz*:, let her first 
acquire a full appreciation of our 
aims and aspirations.” 

The statement hinted ‘strongly 
that Japan considered the Britigh 
influence at Geneva was responsible 
for the action by the League of Na- 
tions in condemning Japanese air 
bombings. 

“The British delegate to Geneva, 
Viscount Cranborne,” the spokes- 
man explained, “is reported to have 
said the Chinese-Japanese conflict 
is of serious concern to countries 
besides the two parties, hinting, we 
suppose, at the necessity or desira- 
bility for convening a conference of 
powers interested in the affairs of 
the Pacific Basin.” 


PITTSBURGH COLLEGE EDITOR 
QUITS OVER ‘CENSORSHIP’

.The concentration on the Madrid, 
or central front, was evident from 
the strength displayed yesterday in 
an attack on Government positions 
near Cuesta de ias Perdices and 
Guila Hill, on the Coruna road 
northwest of Madrid. 

In a fresh attempt to smash those 


ital, insurgent infantrymen reached 
the barbed wire protecting Govern- 
ment trenches. There the onslaught 
was halted and the insurgents fell 
back after heavy losses. 

A strong insurgent attack in the 
Arganda sector, southeast of 
Madrid and near the vital Madrid- 
Valencia highway, and a Govern- 
ment counterattack caused heavy 
insurgent losses, the Government 
reported. The attack was met with 
mortars, machine guns and field ar- 
tillery. 

Fighting East of Gijon. 

The daily insurgent communique 
reported the thrusts at Asturian 
fortifications about 30 air miles 
east of Gijon had resulted in cap- 
ture of new positions in the Cangas 
de Onis region, about 10 miles in- 
land from the Bay of Biscay. 

Heavy damage was caused at 
Gijon and nearby towns when in- 
surgent planes made three raids, 
dropping incendiary and explosive 
bombs. Government fighters took 
to the air over Gijon, engaging the 
insurgents. 

One insurgent plane and one 
Government ship were shot down. 
Later, anti-aircraft batteries dam- 
aged another insurgent plane, which 
made a forced landing behind the 
insurgent lines. 

Besides Gijon, towns bombed 

around the port city included Vil- 
laviciosa, Colunga and Poladesiero. 
The air raids were carried out dur- 
ing an insurgent attack along the 
whole Asturian eastern line from 
the coast to Onis. The attack lasted 
from dawn to darkness. 
. The Government said the ground 
attack was disastrous for the in-} 
gurgents as the ground they gained 
was retaken later in Government 
counterattacks. 

Threat of Attack From 

The insurgents’ coastal col 
now west of the Sella er, 
ened to attack the Asturian, or Gov- 
ernment forces, from the rear by 
moving southwestward up the river 
valley. Two other brigades moved 
on Cangas de Onis and nearby Co- 
vadonga. 

The rebel communique acknowl- 
edged that insurgent operations 
were confined largely to cleaning 
out scattered pockets of militia- 
men but said the Asturians suf- 
fered considerable losses’ in men 
and materials both on the eastern 
line and in the Leon region.

TOKIO, Oct. 1—Japanese de- 
fense experts today rushed to com- 
pletion a chain of bombproof, sub- 
terranean fortresses to safeguard 
the civilian population against at- 
tack from Soviet warplanes. 

Stimulated by reports that Rus- 


sia secretly was sending planes and 
aviators to aid China in the war 


with Japan, thousands of civilians ; 


in Japan’s cities familiarized them- 
selves with the new type of shel- 
ters. 

Scarcely five hours from the 
nerve centers of the empire, from 
its great cities, Japanese observers 
point out, are the Siberian air- 
bases of a “certain foreign Power.” 
This three-word phrase frankly 
means Soviet Russia. 

The model shelter was designed 
by the engineers of the Tokio Met- 
ropolitan Police Board to accom- 
modate 800 persons for at least 
three hours, and, if necessary, long- 
er. Thousands of the bombproofs 
are planned for every major city in 
the country. , 

The shelter room can be an in- 
dependent unit or installed in the 
basements of big buildings. Theo- 


retically, it is fireproof, bombproof 


and gasproof. The double walls of | 


reinforced concrete are each 16 
inches thick. : 

The first entrance is through 
massive steel door, edged with rub- 
ber, and so constructed that it will 
not open until a second, inner door, 
is closed. Beyond these a 100-foot 
ramp—stairways are considered too 
dangerous—leads directly to the 
shelter. | 

At the foot of the ramp are outer 
rooms to be used by doctors and 
nurses in ségregating the refugees. 
Uninjured persons go immediately 
into the inner chamber while the 
wounded are cared for in a 32-bed 
hospital. 

Ventilation is supplied by elee- 
tric pumps, with an auxiliary set of 
hand pumps for use in case the 
electricity ig bombed out of com- 
mission. The fortress is stocked 
with food, clothing, water and med- 
ical supplies. 

The whole shelter is designed to 
cover 5000 square feet and engi- 
neers said its cost had been re 
duced to about $300. To encourage 
widespread installation, removable 
sections have been provided so that 
the shelters can be used for com- 
mercial purposes in normal times.

American Tree Association 
Suggests Cutting It Down 
Would Put State in ‘Hall 
of Shame.’ 


“Missouri could do no finer thing 
than to make a State park of a 
few acres for the Big Oak in Mis- 
sissippi County,” largest oak tree 
in the State, which is in danger of 
being cut down for lumber, the 
American Tree Association said in 
a statement sent the Post-Dispatch 
today from its offices in Washing- 


jton, D. C. 


“With many state forestry de- 
partments hunting for the biggest 
trees in their ‘states and listing 
them in the Hall of Fame,” said the 
association, “Missouri surely will 
not put herself in the Hall of 
Shame by allowing this great oak 
to be cut down. 

“This oak doubtless saw some of 
the history of the West in the mak- 
ing. If the whispering of its leaves 
could be translated, what stories it 
might tell of the early voyagers and 
wagon trains. 

Famous Trees Preserved. 

“What would the alumni of 
Princeton University have to say if 
the sycamores overlooking the cam- 
pus, planted in 1766, were to be cut 
down? In Salem, N. J., there is 
the Salem Oak now more than 400 
years old. Then there is the Logan 
Elm in Ohio, with a spread of 148 
feet. It was here that Logan, the 
great Indian chief, gave his great 
oration on peace with the white 


man. Ohio has made the site a/| 


State park. 

“The State of New York lists 
more than 100 big trees in her hunt 
for famous trees. There is the syca- 
more at White Plains shading 
Washington's headquarters. There 
is the Council Elm at Jamestown, 
which shaded a council with the In- 
dians in 1772. Another historic 
tree is at Schaghticoke, beneath 
which Gov. Andros and the Indian 
commissioners met. At Smithfield 
will be found the Presbyterian Oak, 
beneath which services were held 
as early as 1770. 

“In Maryland and Virginia there 
are countless historic trees of great 
age and size. These states would 
not think of cutting down such 
links with history. In the age-old 
trees man finds his greatest. les- 
sons on the untiring effort of na- 
ture. 

“The service of trees to man- 
kind is priceless. The advancement 
of our nation has been written by 
trees. Civilization is impossible 
without them. Trees and their 
products are the cornerstone of all 
industry. Try and name an indus- 
try in which forest products do not 
play a part. 

“Just now Nature Magazine is 
asking the American schools to 
study trees and name the 10 most 
important to mankind. An illus- 
trated bulletin will be sent to any 
school teacher. 
is to be congraulated on its cam- 
paign to save this great oak and 
to have the people of Missouri hold 
it as a lesson to coming genera- 
tions.”

At least 10 to 
40 acres would be required to as- 
sufe preservation of the Big Oak, 
but there has been discussion in 
some quarters of making a State 
forest of a still larger areg in the 
vicinity. 

As has been told, the Big Oak, 
which is of the bur or mossycup 
variety, has a diameter of 6 feet 5 
inches at a point 4% feet above 
the ground, where the circumfer- 
ence is 21 feet 1 inch. It is 128 
feet 10 inches tall and the branches 
have a spread of 135 feet. Although 
its age is estimated at 380 years, 
making it date from about 1557, it 
has been continuing to grow, ex- 
panding its girth about one-quarter 
of an inch annually: 

How Judgment Trae Was Saved. 

Francis M. Curlee, lawyer, who 
owns the Daniel BooneeJudgment 
a stately old elr:, at his 
country home in St. Charles Coun- 
ty, which was the iast home of 
Boone, the great pioneer, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he was 
heartily in sympathy with the 
movement to preserve the Big Oak.

the 86-year-old Bryan Mullanphy 
Emigrant and Travelers’ Relief 
Fund have been shown by an ex- 
amination made by the recently 
appointed Mullanphy Board, head- 
ed by William C. Connett. 

Connett, a shat oicildlinie of the 
First National Bank, today supple- 
mented his report made yesterday 
to Mayor Dickmann, in a talk with 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. He said 
that, before taking the board chair- 
manship two months ago, he had 
supposed the fund to be worth $1,- 
000,000 or more, as this figure had 
been cited in litigation affecting the 
fund in recent years. 


“The new board has found,” Con- 
nett continued, “that the realty as- 
sets, still carried at a book value 
of $688,000, were at valuations made 
in 1912. Since then, the value of 
property in the sections where most 
of the realty is located—Seventh, 
Ninth, O’Fallon streets and Cass 
avenue—has slumped heavily. This 
was not the fault of those ad- 
ministering the fund, though it 
would seem that they could have 
sold some of this property and re- 
invested the money. 

“This property carried at $688,- 
000, in the last three years, has 
yielded only about $5000 income, 
or not more than $1700 a year. The 
remaining assets of the fund are 
good stocks, having a value of 
$137,000.” 

Suggests Some Sales. 

In his report to the Mayor, Con- 
nett recommends that the real es- 
tate be appraised, and that the 
non-productive realty be sold, or 
improved to make it productive. He 
recommends also “that expenditures 
should be promptly reduced to the 
proximate income, with an ultimate 
reduction to actual income.” 

Members of the unsalaried Mul- 
lanphy Board, appointed with Con- 
nett Jtily 22, by Mayor Dickmann, 
are Edmund Burke, insurance gen- 
eral agent, and Walter C. Guels, at- 
torney.

In 1929 the income from real estate 
was 66.37 per cent of the total in- 
come; in 1937 it was only 35.82 per 
cent. Office salaries for this nine- 
year period were $47,961; or 28.74 
per cent; and cigars, luncheons, 
etc., amounted to $4960, or 2.97 per 
cent. 


“In the nine years $107,000 was 
paid out in taxes, while only $88,- 
242 was received over cost of taxes 
and maintenance, not considering 
any proportion of office expense. 


Deficit Created. 


“Net earnings on all assets, prior 
to any expenditures: classed as re- 
lief were $75,364. Relief expendi- 
tures totaled $202,712, creating a net 
deficit of $127,348. Only $10,000 
of this deficit was caused by the 
sale of securities or real estate be- 
low book value. In other words, 
there has been expended 76.17 per 
cent more than the net income from 
the trust assets for the nine-year 
period. 


“There was a net deficit from op- 
erations in 1937 of $1394, and in ad- 
dition thereto $18,000 was disbursed 
under relief expenditures, making 
the total deficit for the year $19,- 
394, 


Breaking down the relief ex- 
penditure, totaling $202,712, we find 
that salaries of workers totaled 
$133,927 or 66.06 per cent of the 
total expenditure.

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TALK OF COALITION 
VAIN, SAYS FARLEY 


Chairman Declares Democrats 
Will Not Become “Trailer 
to Republican Band Wagon.” 


' By the Associated Press. 

LANSING, Mich., Oct. 1. — Post- 
master-General James A. Farley, 
Democratic Nationa] Chairman, pro- 
claimed the unity of his party last 
night and asserted predictions of 
Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg 
(Rep.), Michigan, that a new party 
alignment would overthrow the New 
Deal were “a vain hope” born of 
desperation, 

Democrats, Farley asserted in a 
radio address, will not become “a 
sort of trailer to the Republican 
bandwagon.” 

“We Democrats have had a few 
differences of opinion,” he _ said, 
“but we are going to find the cor- 


rect answer at our own council ta- 
bles, 
Failure of Coalition. 

“The assumption of Senator Van- 
denberg that, because they dis- 
agreed with President Roosevelt on 
one issue, Democratic Senators are 
going to follow him (Vandenberg) 


into a bankrupt political organiza- 
tion that doesn’t even know the 
United States is living in the twen- 
tieth century is too absurd for 
words.” 

Farley said the Republican party 
“tried coalition in last fall’s elec- 
tion” and failed, He said another 
election would find the Democratic 
Committee working “with might 
and main” for a victory of the en- 
tire congressional ticket, regardless 
of individual agreement with New 
Deal policies. 

“No Policies, No Program.” 

“Of course,” he continued, “the 
Republicans have no disagree- 
ments, because they have no poli- 
cies and no program, But if they 
should evolve a definite program, 
the resulting split between Con- 
servatives and Progressives would 
make the differences in our own 
party like nothing at all.” 

Farley said andenberg “can 
warn the country against more dan- 
gers that never have happened and 


never will happen than any other 
man in public life.” 

The speaker said the Democrat- 
ic party would remain in power 
because “the people have little time 
and less patience with those who 
like to dispute the evidence of their 
own senses. 

He charged that Republicans crit- 
icised “with tongue in cheek” and 
“would never dare” propose repeal 
of the bank deposit insurance law, 
Federal aid for agriculture, Social 
Security legislation or Federal reg- 
ulation of stock and security mar- 
kets.

United States Their Country, 
But So Is the Soviet Union 


Earl Browder Before Massachusetts Commis- 
sion Says Party in America Does Not 
Seek Political Control by Force. 


By the Associated Press. 

BOSTON, Oct. 1.—Earl Browder, 
Communist presidential candidate 
in 1936, declared yesterday that al- 
through he went to prison for op- 
|/posing conscription during’ the 
World War, he now was ready to 


take up arms for the United States 
against “those Fascist countries 
that are tearing the world apart.” 

Browder, general secretary for 
the party, made the assertion while 
under interrogation before a spe- 
cial legislative comn¥ssion investi- 
gating «Nazi, Fascist, Communist 
and Ku Klux Klan activities in 
Massachusetts. 

James P. Rose, a member of the 
commission and former State Com- 
mander of the American Legion, 
asked Browder if he would “bear 
arms as a citizen of the United 
States in defense of this country.” 

“There was a time,” Browder re- 
plied, “in 1917, when I tried to pre- 
vent conscription because I ob- 
jected to that imperialistic war, but 
I went to prison for it. If there 
was a war today, it would certainly 
be with one of those Fascist coun- 
tries that are tearing the world 
apart and I certainly would join 
the army.” 
Opposed to Underground Work. 

Browder said that it was not the 
policy of the Communist party in 
this country to seek political con- 
trol by force, and that the party 
was opposed to “underground work 
in the United States.” 

“I would advocate it in Italy and 
Germany,” he said, “and it was 
necessary in 1919 and 1920 when 
there was a general persecution of 
our party.” 

Browder said the teachings of his 


party were in support of democracy 
as embodied in the United States 
governmental system and that it 
never had and never would attempt 
to establish a Socialistic system by 
force. 

He placed at 50,000 the party’s 
membership in the United States, 
most of whom he said had been en- 
rolled during the last three or four 
years. His salary from the party, 
he said, was $40 a wéek, plus ex- 
penses. He denied the party sent 
any money to Russia, but said it 
had sent some money to aid 
refugees in Shanghai. 

Asked if he regarded the Soviet 
Union as “your country,” Browder 
said: “I look upon the United 
States as my country, but the Soviet 
Union is our country because it is 
pioneering for this union.” 


Part in Massachusetts Election. 


Philip Frankfeld, State secretary 
of the Communist party, in reply to 
a question, told Representative Ed- 
ward D. Cirois (Rep), the Com- 
munist party had “very effectively” 
supported last Tuesday’s election to 
Congress of Lawrence J. Connery 
(Dem.), Sirois’ opponent. Connery 
defeated Sirois, a member of the 
investigating commission, by 40,456 
to 27,136. 

Informed of Frankfeld’s state- 
ment, Connery said he had ac- 
cepted no support from the Com- 
munist party and termed his elec- 
tion a “victory for the New Deal.” 

Connery said he had received a 
carbon copy of a letter pledging 
Communist indorsement of his can- 
didancy, but said it was “unso- 
licited and I simply ignored it as 
one more Republican trick to dis- 
credit my candidacy and the Roose- 
velt administration.”

Mr. Roosevelt stopped at Snyder 
Ranger station for a 12-minute dem- 
onstration by the Forest Service on 
how to fight a major forest fire. 
Forest rangers, ‘led by Ed Kava- 
nagh, assistant regional forester, 
staged the exhibition, Fire fight- 
ng equipment, including pack mules 
and radios, and modern truck and 
pumping units, paraded before the 
party. 

The rangers showed the Presi- 
dent a stand of 2,000,000 young 
Douglas fir trees, planted in a 
reforestation project, covering an 
area eight miles long and two miles 
wide on the Olympic Peninsula, 

Showers fell as the party crossed 
the Sol Duc Burn, a devastated for- 
est area. The President was riding 
in a closed car.

THE ISSUE. 
The speech by Representative Hatton W. Sumners 
of Texas before the American Bar Association cut to 
the heart of a great issue. 
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That issue, as we stated it in the campaign of 1936, 
is whether the country is to continue along the road 
of greater and greater centralization of power in the 
executive branch of the Federal Government, or put 
on the brakes. 

Somewhere on that road, inevitably, lies dictator- 
ship. That is what we must come to if we keep on 
building up what Mr. Sumners aptly calls “a gov- 
ernment by executive department which the people 
cannot control.” That is what we must come to if 
the philosophy of “let Washington do it” continues 
to prevail. That is the only possible outcome of an 
abdication of the duties of citizenship by the peo- 
ple. “When the people quit thinking about govern- 
ment,” as Mr. Sumners puts it, “someone else does 
the thinking for them and charges so much per 
think.” It is not necessary to look beyond Kansas 
City to see how dictatorship thrives on the com- 
placency of the people. 

It rests with the people to say whether or not 
dictatorship is to be substituted at Washington for 
the representative forms of government established 
by the Constitution. 

Mr. Sumners believes that representative govern- 
ment will win in America, but he is not sure. No one 
can be sure in the face of what has happened in Eu- 
rope, and is happening in this country. “When we look 
about, we see free government disappearing. In our 
own country, we see the same causes that broke up 
other free governments. The states and the people are 
losing their power to govern because they are not 
exercising their powers.” Our hope lies in the 
strength of the tradition of free government in Amer- 
ica. “We have never had a Hitler or a Mussolini in 
Anglo-Saxon government” because it is the genius 
of that kind of government to exalt principles above 
men. The response of the people to the President's 
effort to pack the Supreme Court was a heartening 
sign; in Mr. Sumners’ opinion, the agitation over the 
court scheme did “more to make the people think, 
to make them return to free government, than any- 
thing else in the last two decades.” 

If free government is to be saved, there can be 
no wavering in the fight. For what do we see at 
Washington? We see a succession of Treasury defi- 
cits extending into the eighth year; we see the na- 
tional debt at the towering height of 37 billion dol- 
lars; we see a constant effort to make permanent 
the “instruments of power” that we were told were 
created only to meet an emergency. The case of 
the N;-R A is a vivid example. The statute that 
called it into being limited its life to two years. 
Yet at the time it was knocked down by unanimous 
vote of the Supreme Court, the administration was 
pressing in Congress for its continuance, and the de- 
cision of the court brought from the President a blast 
of resentment. That was one of the decisions that 
prompted the effort to break down the independence 
of the court. Ags long as the governmental philosophy 
behind that effort is the ruling force at Washington, 
there can be no surety that free government will be 
saved. 

Mr. Sumners freely concedes that when the Roose- 
velt administration came into power “quick action 
and central authority” were highly justified. The 
country was in the grip of an emergency. New pow- 
ers were freely granted the executive branch of the 
Government and approved by the people. But those 
emergency powers, so far from being diminished, have 
been steadily enlarged, with the result that we “have 
rapidly changed our form of government while pre- 
serving its exterior appearance. ... We have changed 
from a representative popular control to a govern- 
ment by executive department.” 

Through his forthright stand, as chairman of the 
House Judiciary Committee, against the court-packing 
bill, Mr. Sumners played a large part in forcing the 
surrender of the administration on that crucial issue. 
He served the country well. In his succinct and vig- 
orous summing up of the great, inclusive issue before 
the country—in his reasoned warning against the 
evils, present and future, of “this enormous concen- 
tration of executive power” at Washington—he per- 
forms again a distinguished service.

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REIGN OF TERROR. 

What does Arthur Schading know about the bomb- 
ing of three sign companies’ offices last Wednesday 
night, causing thousands of dollars’ worth of dam- 
age and endangering the lives of innocent citizens? 
Schading is chief business agent of Local No. 1 of 
the International Brotherhood of Electrical Workers. 
He is the same Schading who was found guilty of 
“dishonorable conduct” in 1929 by the executive coun- 
cil of his own union, and barred from its affairs for 
seven years. He is the same Schading who, accord- 
ing to testimony in a recent injunction suit, appears, 
at meetings with employers, armed with two re- 
volvers. f 

It is quite obvious that the bombing of the three 
sign companies was carefully planned. From the 
standpoint of the perpetrators, it was perfectly ex- 
ecuted. The second bomb exploded seven minutes 
after the first one and hardly had the police reached 
the place of the second explosion when they heard the 
roar of the third. On two previous occasions bombs 
had been planted at the sign companies’ offices. Re- 
peatedly, signs erected by the companies have been 
smashed. ' 

Who is responsible for this concerted campaign of 
terrorism and what is the issue involved? It is the 
duty of the police to furnish the answer to the first 
part of the question. As to the second part, the 
issue is whether Schading’s union or the Sign Hang- 
ers’ Union, both affiliated with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, should perform the job of hanging 
electrical. signs. 

The owners of the sign companies now have con- 
tractual relations with the Sign Hangers’ Union. 
There is, therefore, no question involved of union 
against non-union labor. It is a question of one 
union seeking to displace another. Theoretically, 
the employers are on the sidelines. Actually, the 
bombers have put them in the middle of the picture, 
smashing their property and damaging their business. 
Here, in short, is a classic example of labor racketeer- 
ing, with employers, who freely recognize and prac- 
tice the principle of collective bargaining, the victims 
of the racketeers. 

There is no use calling this an outrage; there is 
no use preaching to labor that this is the sort of 
thing that alienates public sympathy; this is a police 
job. A group of men have been turned loose on the 
city to violate a criminal statute, to smash property; 
to jeopardize the lives of citizens, to enforce their 
demands by terror. 

Who are these men? 

Who turned them loose? 

It is up to the police to find out and to put the 
bombers and their chieftain behind the bars.

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WHERE THE CHURCH WAS SILENT. 

The heroic fight which the Evangelical church of 
Germany is making against the Nazi Government's 
efforts to Hitlerize it is described and analyzed in 
an article reprinted on this page. But this article, 
written by a keen student of German religious af- 
fairs, is not a story of heroism alone. It is also a 
story of shortsightedness, of lack of vigilance for 
liberty, of failure to resent the error and oppression 
of National Socialism when visited upon other groups 
and other faiths. 

“The vast majority (of the members of the church)4 
welcomed the rise of Hitler,” the author found, “and 
credit him with enormous service to the Fatherland. 
. « ..Had the revolution been accomplished without 
introducing a pagan secular philosophy and without 
minority groups wrecking the church organization 
and creed, the German church would be marching in 
step with National Socialism.” 

To us, this amounts to a harsh arraignment of the 
German church. It is tantamount to saying the church 
condoned, or:at least was willing to stand silent be-

fore, the persecution of the Jews, the destruction of 
civil liberty, the abolishment of academic freedom, 
the imprisonment or execution of political noncon- 
formists and the general crassness and brutality of 
the Nazi regime, if only the church organization 
and creed were left alone. 

The moral and social province of the church extends 
further than the mere protection of its own organiza- 
tion and form of worship. Any church which, in the 
hope of being let alone itself, fails to pit its influence 
against a regime of general intolerance and injustice 
is likely to find it has struck a bad bargain.

‘The German Church Stands Its Ground 


Efforts of Nazis to revamp Protestantism are making little headway, asserts observer 
who is just back from Germany; finds overwhelming majority of pastors ready 
to resist Hitlerized faith “to the death”; says, however, that Confessional church 
welcomed dictator's rise and supports him now except for religious interference.

Synod to clarify the issues of the struggle 
between church and state. A Lutheran 
Bishop proposed the holding of such a na- 
tional Synod; the idea has met with wide 
approval throughout the Confessional 
church. Lutherans are traditionally: opposed 
to synods as savoring too much of Calvin- 
ism. The fact that a Lutheran Bishop himself 
suggests the term synod points to a renewed 
unity within German Protestantism. 

It will be the purpose of this National Con- 
fessional Synod to define Christian faith, to 
define the terms on which Christians can re-

- main loyal to a state, and to issue a solemn 


warning to National Socialism against inter- 
fering with church doctrine and organiza- 
tion. 

A kind of final appeal will be made to the 
Third Reich to relinquish its self-appointed 
guardianship of the total mind and soul of 
German youth. Nothing less than Christian- 
ity must come first in the character develop- 
ment of a nation’s youth. The synod will 
be held even if forbidden. 

The determination to hold such a confes- 
sional synod marks a new stage in the rapid 
march of events in Germany. Catholics and 
Protestants alike anticipated a National So- 
cialism on the order of Italian Fascism, with 
the state leaving room for the church. But 
Hitler has gone further than Mussolini and 
has demanded complete allegiance to a new 
racial world-view. The stiffening of the 
Protestant resistance this summer is a sign 
that wide sections of the church feel that 
National Socialism has betrayed the millions 


_ of Christians who voted Hitler into power. 


* * * 


There are 18,000 pastors in the German 
Evangelical Church. Of these, less than 2000 
now align themselves with the radical Ger- 
man Christians, the group that wants to 
National-Socialize Christianity. Martin Nie- 
moeller’s oppesitional movement now em- 
braces 5000 pastors, who resist the state 
when it invades the territory of life phil- 
osophy and church organizational freedom. 

Another 6000 pastors are moderates who 
feel that the state will allow a future for 


_orthodox Christianity; but if the state fur- 


ther endangers Christianity, they will cast 
in their lot with the 5000 pastors around 
Niemoeller. Those 6000 moderates include 
most of the pastors in the Lutheran provin- 
cial churches of Bavaria, Wurtemberg and 
Hanover. In these provinces the church 
governments are still “intact,” the Nazi 
party not having ejected the legal church 
officials as was done throughout Prussia. 
Together, the 5000 oppositional pastors and 
the 6000 moderates constitute the Confes- 
sional church; 11,000 pastors who stand 


took a keen statesman like Bismarck 10 
years (1873-83) to discover that the power 
of one braneh of the Christian Church could 
not be broken. 

If Hitler decides to continue the present 
attempt to break the spiritual power of both 
branches of Christianity, it will involve Ger- 
many in an internal conflict.

Martin Niemoeller, sitting in jail since 
July 1, illustrates the perplexity and embar- 
rassment of the Nazis in view of the church 
resistance. If they keep him in jail, his in- 
fluence as a martyr gathers momentum with 
every added day of incarceration. Indeed, 
the arrest of the former submarine-com- 
mander pastor has so aroused the lay mem- 
bership that a group of confessional leaders 
feels that Niemoeller’s influence has been 
greater in the last two months than ever. 

In various parts of Germany were quoted 
the words which Hitler entered in the Pris- 
oner’s Book at the Fortress Landsberg while 
he was serving a sentence in 1924. Hitler 
wrote these words in a bold hand: “When 
the freedom of a nation is betrayed, then 
the best men will be sitting in jail.” 

One month after his imprisonment, Nie- 
moeller was approached with an offer of 
freedom. The reason this offer was made 
was that the state prosecution had within 
two weeks lost three spectacular trials 
against accused churchmen. 

Having been thrice defeated, the Nazi 
radicals did not dare risk the collapse of the 
long-heralded trial against Niemoeller. So 
he was offered his freedom—on one condi- 
tion. That condition was that he promise 
to lead no more crusades in public against 
those he termed “the enemies of Christian- 
ity.” Niemoeller refused. 

It is certain that if it were announced that 
Niémoeller had “hanged himself” in jail, not 
20 people in all Germany would believe it. 
Byt the question, “What to do with Niemoel- 
ler?” is only the introduction to the larger 
question, “What to do with the Christian 
Church ?”

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STRIKERS QUIT PLANT 


UNDER POLICE THREAT 


Detroit Group Yields After Re- 
pulsing Non-Strikers With 
Hose—Several Hurt. 


By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Oct. 1—A _ police 
threat to escort non-striking work- 
men into the plant ended a sit- 
down strike at the Detroit Gasket 
& Manufacturing Co. this after- 
noon, after disorders in which 
several persons were injured. 

After 150 striking members of 
the Mechanics Educational Society 
of America, an independent union, 
repulsed an attempt by non-strikers 
to storm the factory, mounted 
police were molibilized to force an 
entry. The M E § A strikers, who 
had disregarded. a Circuit Court 
injunction ordering them to vacate, 
left peaceably as the police ranks 
formed. 

Police reserves, mounted police 
and tear gas squads were sent to 
the plant after reports the strikers 
had turned high-pressure hose lines 
on non-strikers outside the plant. 
This report came 10 minutes after 
the deadline set by Court for evac- 
uation. ; 

Fighting broke out with sticks, 
stones and bricks flying, after a 
group of non-striking employes 
tyied to storm the offices of the 
plant. * ' 

A squad of 20 policemen stood 
by and watched the fighting, say- 
ing it was all on company property 
and they had no orders to eject the 
sit-down strikers. 

The injunction was issued by Cir- 
cuit Judge Robert M. Toms and 
turned over to the Sheriff's office 
immediately for service. 

The injunction made each striker 
liable for $50,000 damages for fail- 
wre to vacate the factory. 

Approximately 500 employes of 
the day shift were left outside the 
plant by the strike that was or- 
ganized during the night. 

Matthew Smith, secretary of the 
M E § A, said the strike was called 
after company officials refused to 
meet with union leaders to discuss 
a new wage contract, The com- 
pany employs approximately 1000 
workers. 


STORM ABATES 
AND ROOSEVELT

have their source in territory which 
would be included in the proposed 
Olympic National Park. The Presi- 
dent yesterday pledged his help in 
obtaining the park. 

Roosevelt called himself a “Ca- 
nadion of 53 years’ standing,” whik 
speaking in an informal address at 
Government House before Cana- 
dian officials in Victoria, B. C., on 
his good will visit yesterday. 

He said he first went to Canada 
at the age of 3% years “on account 
of my teething period.” Since then, 
he told the group, he had visited 
Canada almost annually, principal- 
ly at Campobello, N. B. 

He toasted the King at the end 
of his address, after relating his 
last toast to the King, made at 
Port of Spain, Trinidad, last De- 
cember. 

“It was the day and almost the 
hour of the abdication of King Ed- 
ward, and I never was sure wheth- 
er I had toasted King Edward or 
the new King, George VI,” he said. 

Provincial police estimated 20,000 
of Victoria’s 70,000 population stood 
with heads bared yesterday as the 
President rode from the docks to 
the Government House. But there 
were few cheers except by children. 
Someone led three “rahs” as the 
President came ashore. Land bat- 
teries boomed a 21-gun salute. 

High Officials at Luncheon. 

Guests at the luncheon given by 
Lieutenant-Governor Erick W. 
Hamber, included Premier T. D. 
Pattullo of the province and rep- 
resentatives of the Governor-Gen- 
eral and Prime Minister of the 
dominion. 

President Roosevelt spoke of his 
friendship with the late King 
George V during the World War 
and said they had many things in 
common, ranging from stamp col- 
lecting to navigation. 

“And so I come here,” he said, 
“even if it is not a good day, with 
a great deal of pleasure, feeling, as 
I said to the Lieutenant-Governor, 
that we have come to the point, 
especially after the last four years, 
where heads of our governments 
cross our border just as thouzh 
passing from one province or state 
to another. 

“I have had the pleasure for a 
great many years of knowing the 
Governor-General] and MacKenzie 
King (Prime Minister of Canada), 
who is an old Harvard friend of 
mine. And go I feel a particular 
closeness to the present Govern- 
ment of Canada. 

“I hope I shall be able to come 
back and accept the delightful in- 
vitations of the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor some time when I shall have 
more time and go out fishing and 
see this wonderful coast.

First, that the object of 
all fighting is to get to close quar- 
ters, bayonet work, and every man 
in the Legion is terrible with a 
knife. 

Second, every man is drilled to 
command, down to the greenest 
private, and every man swears 
that he will die at his post before 
retreating without- orders. 

Third, no matter where a man of 
the Legion is, or what he is doing, 
the distress cry of another Legion- 
naire—“A mi la Legion”—must be 
answered immediately with action. 
Private or official business must 
be dropped, and whatever difficulty 
the man is in, whether it is legal or 
otherwise, he must be extricated. 
The cry “To me the Legion” never 
goes unanswered. 

Occasionally Civil Guards seek to 
arrest a Legionnaire who may be 
playfully wrecking a cafe or as- 
saulting members of some other.

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NEW RED SCARE IN BRAZIL; 
STATE OF WAR ORDER SOUGHT 


President Asks Parliament for Per- 
mission to Act Against Re- 
ported Plot. 

By the Associated Press. 

RIO DE JANEIRO, Oct. 1—Pres- 
ident Getulio Vargas today asked 
for parliamentary authorization to 
decree a state of war throughout 
Brazil for 90 days. His message 


‘was read to the Chamber of Dep-

Attached to the message were let- 


ters from the Ministers of War and 


Navy urging the President to take 
exceptional measures against what 
was termed a threat of Communist 
uprising. 

The letters referred to evidence 
gathered by the army’s general 
staff that a revolt was being 
planned in secret among soldiers, 
sailors and non-commissioned offi- 
cers. 

Vargas earlier this month warned 
radical elements that he would sup- 
press any resurgence of Commu- 
nism, speaking at a ceremony in 


memory of men killed in crushing 
the 1935 Communist revolt. 

Constitutional liberties were re- 
stored to Brazil's 47,000,000 persons 
only last June 17. The state of war 
then had been in force since the 
1935 rebellion.

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U. 5. PERMIT SYSTEM 
PROTECTS WILD FOWL 


License Required to Capture 
Birds for Propagation or 
Scientific Purposes. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 1—Since 


Congress decreed that migratory 
birds should be special charges of 
the Agricultural Department, Fed- 
eral permits have been required of 
persons keeping them in captivity. 
These birds include all migratory 
waterfowl, shore birds, doves and 
wild pigeons. 

H. P. Sheldon of the Biological 


Survey said about 400 permits are 
issued annually to persons desiring 
to keep wild birds. Most of these 


geese and other game fowl. In 
1935, 51,000 wild ducks, mostly 
mallards, were rajsed in captivity, 
and about 4300 geese. 

Most of the permits, he said, were 
issued in the North Central States. 
There the business of raising live 
decoys thrived until a few years 
ago, when the Agriculture Depart- 
ment ruled their use illegal. 

Many wild birds are taken for 
scientific purposes, and permits 
must be obtained to catch, kill or 
stuff them. 

The Federal Government, on the 
other hand, is not interested wheth- 
er a person keeps a grizzly bear or 
a chipmunk, although most states 
require a permit from the local 
Game Warden, Sheldon said. 

Another permit must be secured 
to “brand” wild birds. This is the 
method most commonly used to 
gain information about the habits 
of migratory birds. About 3000 per- 
sons in all sections of the country 
hold permits allowing them to catch 
birds of various species, place a spe- 
cial band on their legs and then 
turn them loose. 

The Biological Survby co-operates 
in these studies by furnishing 
bands and keeping records of where 
birds wearing the tags are caught.

BRITISH LAW FOR PRIVATE 
DIVORCE HEARINGS IN EFFECT 


Police Courts May Act On Applica- 
tions for Separation Orders; 

* Conciliation Provision. 

LONDON, Oct. 1.—The Domestic 
Proceedings Act, governing divorce 
procedure, became effective today. 

The act provides for private hear- 
ing of matrimonial cases and use 
of conciliatory methods in domes- 
tic disputes. 

It went into effect three months 
before the Matrimonial Causes Bill, 
which makes three years’ desertion 
a ground for divorce. 

Recently the Home Secretary ad- 
vised wives who had issued sum- 
monses against their husbands to 
withhold them until today in order 
to take advantage of the new act. 

Under the new law police courts 
become “vestibules to the divorce 
court” by acting on applications for 
separation orders.

NAMES BOUGHT BY STUDIOS 
FOR USE ON STREET SIGNS 


Only Way to Achieve Reality and 
Avoid Suit Is by That 
Device. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., Oct. 1. — 
Names may make news but they 
also make problems. At least, Hol- 
lywood finds it so. 

When the name of a company or 
film proprietor is to be lettered on 
a street set, for example, it is al- 
most a certainty that someone in 
the nation will have that name un- 
less such ludicrous combinations 
as Groucho Marx’s Dr. Hacken- 
bush are conceived. Then reality is 
destroyed. 

Studios wish to avoid embarras- 
sing real people, who might start 
suit. So real names of real people 
are used and rights to this use are 
purchased legally. This method of 
solution is comparatively new but 


the problem is an old one. Grover 
Jones, producer-writer, tells of the 
early days when he was a_ sign 
painter and in putting names on a 
western set used the names of all 
the leading citizens in his home 
town on saloons, gambling spots 
and other such “business places.” 
He thought it amusing until after 
the picture was shown in his home 
town. 

Studio employes usually “sell” 
their names to their companies, For 
example, on a street scene (for 
“Four Marys” at Metro-Goldwyn- 
Mayer today, you will see “A. Prinz- 
metal, Delicatessen,” “Schultz's 
Pawn Shop,” “John Hennessey’s 
Seaman’s Hall,” “Sara Hazy’s Board- 
ing House,’ “Sam Berger, Meats,” 
“Dr. W. H. Lethrop, Dentist” and 
“Harry Furber, Meats.” The first 
man works in the studio contract 
department, the second in publicity, 
the third in construction, the fourth 
is a secretary, the fifth in the film 
laboratory, the sixth is a carpenter 
and the last is an electrician,

‘MURDER CONFESSION 


Auto Theft Suspect Tells Kan- 
sas City Police He Killed 
Oil Field Worker. 


By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 1.—Po- 
lice and Federal agents sought last 
night to unravel a tangled confes- 
sion of a New Mexico murder told 
by &@ man suspected of motor car 
theft. The police also questioned 
him about the disappearance of 
four Illinois residents in May, 1935. 
The man gave his name as Layton 
Mosley, 28 years old, of Fort Worth, 
Te 


ex. 

Mosley, after undergoing lengthy 
questioning about the ownership of 
a motor car in which he came here 
from Oklahoma City, Ok., made the 
murder confession in reply to a 
random accusation by a detective. 
Police said the car was stolen yes- 
terday at Oklahoma City. 

Mosley admitted the car theft, 
then winced when the detective 
shouted: 

“This is more serious than car 
stealing. We've got a telegram from 
the South to hold you, that you are 
sought for a@ serious crime.” 

Mosley then began telling a story 
of how he had shot and killed a 
man he named as Tom Deal, Texas 
oil field worker. 

About Lorius Case. 

Police then turned to the disap- 
pearance of Mr. and Mrs. George M. 
Lorius, East St. Louis, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Albert Heberer, Du Quoin, IIL, 
on a motor trip through New Mex- 
ico and other wesfern states in May, 
1935. The authorities expressed 
doubt, however, that he had any- 
thing to do with this case. 

Mosley told police he was hitch- 
hiking in New Mexico when a man 
in a sedan, a 1936 Dodge, picked 
him up. This man Mosley said was 
Tom Deal. — 

At Pecos, Tex., Higgins quoted 


- Mosley, they stopped to buy gaso- 


line and Mosley saw his companion 
had a large roll of money. Mosley 
said he crawled into the back seat 
of the car as if to sleep, and a few 
minutes. later, Higgins said he re- 
lated, he placed a revolver against 
Deal’s head. He said Deal tried to 
seize the pistol and in the scuffle 
it was discharged, wounding Deal 
in the left side. 

‘“‘He grunted, fell over,’” police 
quoted Mosley as saying. “‘T 
pushed him aside and started west. 
I turned off a side road near Pecos 
and then at Kermit started for 
Eunice, N. M. Mr. Deal was breath- 
ing. I figured I would drive up near 
a hospital and dump him out.” 


Killed and Buried Victim. 


But, police said Mosley told them, 
fear mounted in him as he drove 
along. He stopped along the way 
and stole a shovel. Near Hobbs, 
WN. M., according to his story, Mos- 
ley stopped at a desolate spot and 
dug a hole. He related he dragged 
Deal from the car and because he 
couldn’t bury a living man, Mosley 
told police, he shot him between 
the eyes. Then he related, he burie@ 
both and the revolver. 

Police said Mosley described Deal 
as being about 45 years old, weigh- 
ing 145 pounds and five feet eizht 
or 10 inches tall. Deal’s' hair, Mos- 
ley said, was dark brown streaked 
with gray, and he wore a khaki 
shirt and trousers. 

Higgins said Mosley related h 
took Deal’s wallet containing $75 
and his motor'‘car and drove to Fort 
Worth, Tex. 

Mosley told police he has a wife 
living in Fort Worth, where he said 


she is employed as a bookkeeper.

KANSAS CITY, Oct. 1. — The 
possibility Justice Hugo L. Black 
may be called on to review the 
Scottsboro case was brought for- 
ward last night in a protest by 
representatives of the Colored 
Methodist Episcopal Church 
against Black’s appointment to the 
Supreme Court. 

Authorized by a resoiution adopt- 
ed by the annual joint meeting of 
the church’s Kansas-Missouri con- 
ference, the Rev. C. E. Chapman, 
presiding elder of the Kansas con- 
ference, said he had telegraphed a 
plea to President Roosevelt to 
bring about Justice Black’s resigfia- 


| tion. 


“More than 1000 people represent- 
.”’ the telegram 
\stated, “passed unanimously resolu- 


‘tion condemning appointment and 


confirmation of Hugo L. Black to 
United States Supreme Court. I 
am specifically authorized to urge 
you and the Department of Justice 
to use every legitimate means pos- 


sible to bring about Black’s res- 
ignation. 
“We view with justifiable alarm 
and grave concern Black’s partici- 
pation in the October fourth term 
of court before which the famous 
Scottsboro case comes for review. 
“None who subscribes to the Klan 
oath and sneaks around wearing 
the white robe of racial and reli- 
gious intolerance, prejudice and 
bigotry by night, is eligible or fit 
to wear the black robe of Justice 
by day as a member of the Su- 
preme Court to uphold and defend 
the Constitution of the United 
States.”

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ONDOTT CHOICE 
FOR THE BUSCH 
MEMORIAL AT 
STEEPLECHASE 


Followers of the “sport of kings” 
will have an opportunity tomor- 
row afternoon to see some of the 
fines. steeplechasers and jockeys 
of the country in action as the 
Ninth Annual St. Louis meeting 
is held at Huntleigh Downs, Clay- 
ton Road and Lindbergh Highway. 
The first of the eight events will 
start at 2 p. m. with the feature 
race, the Busch Memorial, coming 
sixth on the program. 

The meét is one of the seven- 


teen in the United States bearing 
the sanction of the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Association. 

The Busch Memorial replaces the 
Mississippi Valley Gold Cup as the 
feature, since Benjamin Leslie 
Behr’s “Deflation” brought’ the 
Chicago sportsman his third vic- 
tory in the event thereby gaining 
permanent possession of the trophy. 

Behr’s “Depart” won the first leg 
on the Busch trophy last year, but 
he will have no entry this year. 
At present the favorite is “Ondott,” 
a seven-year old brown’ gelding 
owned by the Trails End Stables 
which will be ridden by Frank 
Slate. Ondott suffered an injury 
last year, but came back this sea- 
son to win two of five starts at 
Saratoga. Other favorites include 
“Arcade,” owned by the Clayton- 
shire Coaching Club, to be ridden 
by Harry Langenberg Jr.; High Fi- 
nance, entered by Arch F.. Dougher- 
ty and Awkward Lad, owned by 
Mitchell Wallis of Racine, Wis. 

The races will be run over a pair 
of the most difficult courses in the 
country, which should provide an 
acid test for both the thorough- 
breds and the riders. Steeplechas- 
ing is the most dangerous and ‘ex- 
citing event in racing. 

Proof of its danger lies in the 
fact that a meeting of the execu- 
tive committee was held yesterday 
to determine whether or not the 
“Liverpool Ditch” on the brush 
course should be eliminated, The 
request, made by jockeys, who 
termed the jump a “mankiller,” 
came as a result of High Finance 
faltering at the hazard yesterday 
and falling on jockey Tommy Fitz- 
water, who escaped with minor in- 
juries. The difficulty with the brush 
lies in the fact that the dry ditch 
four feet wide on. the approach 
side is concealed by a two foot 
plank leaning upright toward the 
brush. From a distance of 20 feet 
the plank appears to be directly 
against the brush and when the 
horse see the ditch he loses his 
head for the moment and makes a 
faulty jump. At such an obstacle 
the horse must jump at least thirty 
feet and clear a five foot brush. 
The executive committee ruled that 
inasmuch as the jump is the same 
as last year, it would be retained, 
despite the fact that a jockey was 
killed at the adjoining timber jump 
in a previous race.

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Dogs Frequently 
Ruptured at Birth 


By Albert Payson Terhune 


UPTURE is much more fre- 
R auent among dogs than most 

owners realize. The rupture 
may be caused by a lick or by 
other injury. But nine times in 10, 
it occurs at birth. In the majority 
of cases it grows to no great size 
and it seems to cause the animal 
no special distress or harm. Often, 
too, it is more or less absorbed as 
the dog grows up. 

But sometimes it increases’ in 
size, and later it becomes a grave 
menace to the victim's life. In 
such instances, any skilled veteri- 
mary can perform a simple and 
safe operation, which will curé 
the malady for all time. And this 
should be done. 

If your puppy has a rupture of 
any appreciable size, take him at 
once to the best vet you can find. 
The younger the pup is, the 
quicker and more certain is the 
cure. If the rupture is very small, 
watch it to see whether or not it 
becomes larger. If it remains 
tiny, the chances are all against 
its doing him any harm. But if 
it becomes enlarged waste no 
time before having it operated on. 

This is especially imperative 
in the case of a female pup, which 
some day may have puppies of her 
own. As I told you, the operation 
is simple. The cure is swift ‘and 
it is practically always successful.

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ABNER CAME RIDING INTO 
EXISTENCE THROUGH AN 
ODD SERIES OF INCIDENTS. 


This is the fifth of a series of articles 
about some of the men whose comic 
cartoons appear in the Post-Dispatch. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Oct. 1. 

T IS very easy for Al Capp, who 
| created L'il Abner, to tell you 

all about his hillbilly boy. Three 
years ago Abner was born, aged 
19 years at birth, and has stayed 
that way ever since. But the im- 
portant thing is that Abner started 
as a modest little venture, and in 
a scant three years has grown to 
be the hero of one of the most fa- 
mous comic strip¢ in America. 

Abner came riding into existence 
through an odd series of incidents. 
“It all started about 11 years ago,” 
Al Capp said. “One summer I went 
bumming through the South wits 
Donald Munson, now an established 
short story writer. Unshaven, 
ragged, but happy, we were sleep- 
ing in hay lofts and living on the 
country. We were borrowing our 
food from farmers’ fields, and our 
lodging from any shelter we could 
get into, and our rides when we 
could. 

“We had wandered to southwest 
Kentucky. And then it started to 
happen. It was a hot day, and my 
thumb had no takers, So to break 
the monotony and postpone some 
weary hours of trudging, I started 
to sketch. I was an artist then, con- 
fident that Goya and Turner were 
really small fry. 

“While I was indulging myself 
with the arty landscape, along 
came a strange young hill-billy.” 

“Whatch-a a-doin’?” the boy 
asked. 

“Embalming this landscape for 
posterity,” I replied. 

“That don’t make sense.” 

Another look at his drawing and 
Al agreed with the critic. But Capp 
promised to give the boy a por- 
trait of himself if he would pose 
for a sketch. The hill-billy thought 
this was a lot of foolishness but re- 
luctantly agreed. 

When the artist finished the 
drawing he proudly presented it to 
his model. The hill-billy’s disgust 
was ill-concealed. He returned the 
sketch book. “It don’t look nothin’ 
like me.” 

What Capp had produced was a 
picture of his own face and frame 
done a la hill-billy. The real hill- 
billy thought that part of it was 
very handsome, but the rest was 
“jest plain ugly.” 

When Al returned to the North 
he resumed the training which, de- 
spite ite limitations, would eventual- 
ly make him one of the country’s 
leading comic artists. At grammar 
school in New Haven, Conn., and 
high school in Bridgeport he had 
decorated his text-books with “se- 
rious” pictures. Now he entered 
the Pennsylvania School of Fine 
Arts in Philadelphia, 

. . ° 


T was at this -institution that 

the great temptation of his life 

beset him. For a while his close- 
ness to classical art almost drove 
him to become serious. But that 
wave of madness eventually passed, 
and Capp was saved for the funny 
papers, With a portfolio full of 
drawings and sketches he boarded 
the train for New York. 

As everyone knows, there is an 
inexorable rule for success in the 
big city. The aspirant must arrive 
jobless and with exactly 5 cents in 
his pocket, which he kisses good-by 
and gallantly throws away. But 
Capp gave fate a handicap by step- 
ping from the train at Grand Cen- 
tral with exactly $6. He was young, 
only 21 at that time. He's prac- 
tically an old man now—he’s 27. At 
this sober, thoughtful age, Al shud- 
ders at the remembrance of his cal- 
low rashness. 

Again the success story varies. 
He got a job right away with the 
Associated Press doing odd art jobs 
around the place. “That meant,” 
Capp said, “that I did everything 
for the big fellows from drawing 
strips and writing gags to wiping 
their pens and running out for 
sandwiches and beer. 

“Then I got a break. I ‘was giv- 
en a chance to do a nationally syn- 
dicated feature. Of course, I was 
wildly exuberant. I was determined 
to make ‘Mr. Gilfeather’ the great- 
est comic in the world. I worked 
night and day on it, drew and re-

drew each precious picture, wrote 
and rewrote each gag.” 

Capp was the youngest national 
syndicated cartoonist in the coun- 
try. This was distinction. But his 
work won another distinction. One 
newspaper editor wrote that the 
creation “was by far the worst car- 
toon in the country.” 

“It was,” Capp admits, “a dismal 
flop. It was simply another case 
of a young fellow, with some raw 
talent, shoved into the spotlight be- 
fore he knew enough to carry on. 
I did not have the background, the 
experience, to present realistically 
these little slices of life that are 
comics. I blew the job and decided 
that fhe thing for me to do was to 
go back to school] and learn some- 
thing.” 

Capp went to Boston, entered the 
Museum School of Fine Arts. He 
supported himself by doing illus- 
trations and cartoons for various 
newspapers and magazines, and 
married a fellow student, Miss 
Catherine Wingate Cameron. They 
went broke, and Al set out for New 
York again: 

“IT hunted up an old landlady of 
mine in Greenwich Village, a kindly 
woman, Mrs. Ford. With sublime 
confidence in my talents, she 
agreed to put the rent for my gar- 
ret on the cuff and staked me be- 
sides to a dollar a day for carfare, 
cakes and coffee.” 

. e 

T pass. Capp, with a sheaf of re- 

jected drawings under his arm, 
wrapped in the familiar blue paper 
with which all syndicates wrap re- 
jected cartoons, was stopped on the 
street by a man and ae smartly 
dressed woman, who drew their car 
up alongside him. The man said to 
Capp: 
. “T’d like to make a bet with you. 
I’ll bet that what you’ve got under 
your arm is rejected cartoons.” 

Capp stared at him, none too 
pleasantly. “I’m not fixed to pay 
bets, so I’m not making any. But 
if it makes you feel any better, 
you’re right.” . 

Al started to walk on. The man 
called him back. “Don’t get sore,” 
he said. He was one of the coun- 
try’s most famous comic artists, 
and, perhaps to make up for his 
rudeness, he offered the now awed 
Al Capp the chance to earn a 10 
spot. The job was finishing a Sun- 
day comic page, and when the work 
was completed, he offered Al a po- 
sition as his assistant. 

It was good experience. Capp 
says now: “He was a great artist. 
His work was then and is now right 
up with the best in the world. To 
him I owe all my success.” 

After a short respite in security, 
Capp again got the desire to do a 
feature of his own. He threw up 
his job, returned to his garret in 
Greenwich Village. He was ambi- 
tious and daring, but as yet hadn’t 
an idea for a feature. He paced 
the floor and tore his hair. It 
didn’t fill the blank one bit. Then 
an over-noisy radio in the court- 
yard below rasped, “I love mountain

music, good old mountain music, 
played by a real hill-billy band.” 

Capp leaped into the air and 
dived into an old packing box which 
contained the remnants of his days 
in the fine arts and a number of 
discarded cartoons. He pulled forth 
the picture—done long ago in the 
mountains of Kentucky. 


And thus was born the strip about 
a Southern hill-billy, who certainly 
has some New England ancestry. 


From his memory of the moun- 
taineers he had learned to know in- 
timately on his walking trip, he re- 
created Abner, the tall hill-billy 
youth with a shock of black hair, 
strong body, naive manner and in- 
nate sense of honesty and decency; 
pipe-smoking Mammy, with poke 
bonnet, calico dress, leg o’ mutton 
sleeves and high shoes; lazy, shift- 
less Pappy, not too brave, but with 
a heart of gold; and Daisy Mae, 
blue-eyed, golden-haired, sweet, sen- 
timentally, terribly inlove with Ab- 
ner, who never has realized what it 
was all about. 


With 12 weeks of the strip com- 
pleted Al headed for the United 
Feature Syndicate. Everybody was 
awfully busy that day, which hap- 
pened to be the day the syndicate 
produced the famous Charles Dick- 
ens manuscript, “The Life of Our 
Lord.” Al waited around all day 
hoping to get an audience. The 
same thing happened the second

day. And the third was just an- 
other ditto until late in the after- 
noon, when the editor spotted him 
still holding down his seat in the 
waiting room. 

At last Capp had a chance to 
show his wares. It didn’t take two 
readings for the syndicate’s execu- 
tive to discover that “L’il Abner” 
was a winner. The strip was a 
“natural.” There wasn’t another 
hill-billy strip on the market, and 
this one was really funny. Al Capp 
was placed under’ contract and 
started to draw royalties almost 
immediately. ; 


He hasn’t forgotten his early, in- 
glorious flight as a young syndicat- 
ed cartoonist. He knows that in 
order to maintain his strip at 
a high level he will have to keep 
improving himself. During the win- 


ter he attends classes at the Bos- 
ton Art School. “Continual study 
makes of me, every day, in every 
way, a less rotten artist,” Capps 
said.

ESIDES his art studies, Al has 

taken short story writing at Har- 

vard at the past two summer 
schools. He wants to know more 
about what he is trying to do, both 
the drawing and the story building. 
He is sincere in this. He couldn’t 
be otherwise, for it takes steady 
plugging and contriving to find 
time for learning more. 
- Capp says, “The life of a car- 
toonist is just about as easy as that 
of a day laborer. It takes me eight 
hours a day to do my daily strip 
and a day and a half to do the 
Sunday page. If anyone thinks it’s 
easy, well’—— 

For cartoonist’s schools he has 
no use. In his mind, if a man wants 
to be an artist, comic or otherwise, 
he should study serious art. Car- 
tooning is something to do, not to 
study. 

Next to his two daughters and 
his wife, Al Capp loves the Yokum 
family better than anything else in 
the world. Just after the Yokum 
family comes his public. And the 
public returns the love. Capp’s fan 
mail contains a minimum of the 
usual demands for autographs and 
pictures. A large part of the letters

HERE is always, in every phase 
T- life, the just right time. If 

one does the work that the time 
admits, even demands, there is 
every hope of a perfect, return. 
Seed sown in season, plants fed 
and watered on time, the harvest | 
is more certain if gathered on 
time. 

There is a nice sense of dis- 
crimination involved in all this. 
Just when does the right time 
come? And how doeg one know 
it ig the right time? One never 
knows anything certainly, but ex- 
perience does tell something, and 
if it is coupled with the wish to 
learn and to work hard at the 
task in hand, one can make a 
working guess which will come 
close to rightness. 


Children grow steadily forward, 
but they do not maintain an even 
speed in their growth and they 


do not grow all of a piece, They 
grow fast and then they grow 
slowly, and at all the rates in be- 
tween. They grow their bodies in 
bits, here and there, and they 
grow their minds in patches, Their 
growth seems to be most irreg- 
ular and quite uncertain, but in

Parents and teachers are hur- 
ried, busy .people occupied with 
the grave concerns of their duties.

Now it means 
a pruning and a regrowth, a try- 
ing experience for all concerned. 

When a little child shows tem- 


per, find the cause and make los- 
ing the temper unnecessary. When 
he pilfers, find the cause and re- 
move it, then and there, not when 
he reaches the age of marriage, 
When a child betrays selfishness; 
begin training him that day, not 
after years of self-indulgence. 
When a child is bad-mannered, 
untidy, careless of all responsibil- 
ity begin training him the day he 
first cheeks his mother, or leaves 
his things for her to pick up, or 
forgets to do the chore assigned 
him, not when he is an adolescent 
rebelling against all restriction. 

Train children in season. Don’t 
expect the 3-year-old to assume full 
responsibility for himself, but don’t 
wait until he is 20 before letting 
him feej the responsibility he bears 
toward his family, his friends and 
his community. Teach children 
what they ought to learn, at the 
right time. They will learn easily 
then what they must acquire pain- 
fully later on,

By the Rev. J. F. Newton 
r4 ‘W HAT you said some time 


ago about married people 

pulling apart in middle life 
was all true,” a reader agrees. “But 
what is the sense of saying it? Ev- 
erybody knows it. 
natural and ought to be so. No 
couple can live up to concert pitch 
forever. Romance has its time and 


value, but it is not meant to go on 
forever.” 


Exactly—but everybody does not 
know it. Still less does everybody 
know that everybody knows it, and 
there is the rub. We think common 
experiences peculiar to ourselves. 


How many of my letters prove it! 
People pass through the knocks and 
shocks of our common lot, and 
imagine that no one else ever had 
such a hard and baffling time of it. 


The next step is to imagine that 
fate has picked on them, singled 
them out for suffering and-sorrow. 
If they do not develop a downright 
martyr complex, they at least have 
a grudge against life.

It 
is astonishing how common great 
troubles are. 


The same is true of ideas. Tom 
Reed said that the thing that 
amused him about Theodore Roose- 
velt was “his enthusiasm over his 
own discovery of the Ten Com- 
mandments of Moses!” :

“Who seeks his own loses’ the 
things in common,” said a wise 
saint. Self-centeredness blinds us 
to what our fellows endure, and 
makes us think of ourselves as 
martyrs or heroes.
